15-16 and 
not being amended in an amendment filed subseguent to the final rejection dated 8/13/04. However, no such 
amendment was filed after the final rejection of 8/13/04. 4: 'Section V- Summary of Invention' reguires that the concise 
explanation of the subject matter defined in each of the independent claims involved in the appeal refer to the 
specification by page number and line number and to the drawings by reference character. Section V. Pages 3-4. of 
Applicant's brief does not referto the specification and drawings. 5: 'Section VI- Issues' reguires that a concise 
statement of each ground of rejection be presented for review. In particular, each stated issue should correspond to a 
separate ground of rejection which is to be reviewed, and that the statement must not be sjSoncise as to ofhit the basis 
of each issue. Section VI. Page 4. of Applicant's brief fails to specifically state the basis foladch issue4e4dh)pviewed. 
See MPEP 1206. 
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
